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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant respond filed on 09/12/01 has been fully considered and made of 
record. By this amendment, claims 1, 40, 47, 53, 60, 61, 64, 66 and 69 have been 
amended; claims 72-97 have been added. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 12-34, 40, 47, 49-51, 53-57, 
60-97 are now pending. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 40, 47 (lines 7, 1 0, 1 3 and 1 5), claims 53, 60-61 , 64, 66 and 69 (lines 
6, 9, 12 and 14) recite the limitation "said at least orie communicating pair". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in these claims. 

4. Claims 47, 69, lines 16 and 17; claims 53, lines 15 and 21; claims 60 and 61, 
lines 16 and 18, and claim 64, line 16, claim 66, lines 16 and 23 recite the limitation 
"said plurality of serial intelligent cells". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in these claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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5. Claims 54-55, 67-68, and 72-79 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- The prior art of the record fail to teach that at least one of said cells is 
connected to a high data rate connection whose bandwidth is multiplexed to at least one 
other of said cells as recited in claims 54 and 67. 

- The prior art of the record fail to teach that at least one of said cells is 
connected to a high data rate connection whose bandwidth is multiplexed to at least one 
other of said cells as recited in the structure of claim 72. 

- The prior art of the record fail to teach that at least one of said cells comprises a 
telephone/data splitter/combiner as recited in the structure of claims 74 and 78. 

- The prior art of the record fail to teach that at least one of said cells comprises 
an AC power/data splitter/combiner as recited in the structure of claim 79.
